Due to a seasonal increase in grain 
shipments and continued large ship- 
ments of industrial raw materials and 
manufactured goods, car loadings in 
the last week of July reached the larg- 
est total on record.

“Wholesale commodity prices de 
clined during July for the third con- 
secutive month and the index of the 
bureau of labor statistics was 5 per 
cent below the April peak.”
